Shanghai, Nov. 27.—Storming 
the 


gates under a fierce bombardment of 
their own artillery, the rebel force, 
which has been besieging Nanking 
for a fornight, gained entrance to the 
city. The battle was one of tiie fierc- 
est of the revolution, the rebels los- 
ing about 300 men, while th<3 imperi- 
alists' casualties were placed at 2,000. 


The rebel artillery on Tiger Hill si- 


lenced the batteries on Lion ?nd Pur- 
ple Hills, which were pourina a hot 
fire Into the ranks of the revolution- 
ary army advancing on TahchingmeD 
fate. 


With this entrance to the city cap- 


tured, the rebels swung their guns 
against Peichekao fortress. 
Both the 


land and sea batteries concentrated 
their fire upon this work, the battle- 
ships doing great havoc with their 
heavy bore guns. 


The heaviest firing was about the 


Ming Tombs gates. Four 
thousand 


rebel soldiers with a battery of 12 
three-inch guns were massed there. 
The rebel artillery was opposed by 
the loyalists with four six-inch guns 
on the wall and 13 three-inch guns oi» 
Purple Hill.
